THAT WONDERFUL MOTOR CAR. 


Expected That it Will be Seen in Bryan 


this Morning— Left Dallas Yes 


terday Morning. 


The people along the line of the 
H. & T. C. have been on the look 
out for two days for the much talk 
od of motor car, which has been 
on the road two days, lying over 
at night, and is expected here this 
morning. 
The News gives the following 
discription of the car: 
The first impression of the motor 
car was that of a long, low, rakish 
armored cruiser, painted maroon 
and brightly striped with gold. It 
posessed a whistle of volume, a 
bell like an exagerated trolley car 
gong and a cowcatcher. 
The rear 
end of the car was rounded like 
the stern of a vessel, making some­ 
thing like an observation car, and 
it was easily seen that its doors 
and windows closed snugly, mak­ 
ing it almost like a shuttle and 
giving it the trim appearance of a 
racing craft. 
The car was officially labeled 
“ Union Pacific Motor Car No. 3,” 
and was built in the Union Pacific 
shops on the order of the Houston 
& Texas Central Railway. 
With 
the car, which was in charge of C. 
B. Smythe, assistant superintend­ 
ent of motive power of the Union 
Pacific at Ohama, came General 
Superintendent 
Hawks, General 
Passenger 
Agent 
Robbins 
and 
Superintendent of Motive Power 
and Machinery S. Milikin of the 
Central. 
C. M. Bard, motor car 
expert of the Union Pacific, was 
with the car, which was engineer­ 
ed by J. Upferson, an expert Union 
Pacific engineer. 
The car was de­ 
signed for purely experimental pur­ 
poses on Texas roads, and eight 
others are in process of construction 
for the Central. 
Both Mr. Hawks and Mr. Rob­ 
bins said the test so far was satis­ 
factory in every respect, though at 
no time was the car allowed to run 
over forty miles an hour, owing to 
the unfamiliarity of the engineer 
with the grades. 
From Denison 
down a speed varying from twenty 
to forty miles was made. 
Mr. 
Hawks speaking of the trip said: 
“The car left Kansas City Mon­ 


day morning, and running only in 
daylight, reached Denison at 1:15 
o'clock today. 
It left at 2 o’clock 
and reached Dallas at 5;30. 
The 
people in this State seem much in­ 
terested in the car, and large crowds 
met us at all the principal stations, 
where the car was stopped to per­ 
mit inspection,” 
At Houston the car will be 
placed in the service of the Galves­ 
ton, Houston <fe Northern for awhile 
and given a regular schedule be­ 
tween Houston 
and Galveston. 
Passengers would be carried, he 
said, and rates would propably be 
the same as train rates. 
Later on 
this car, or another one like it, 
would be placed in the service be 
tween Dallas and Denison for 
similar test. 
The operating department of car 
No. 3 is roomy and suggests the 
pilot house of a steamer. 
Glass 
windows form a sharp prow and 
enable the engineer to see ahead or 
to either side. 
Behind is a small 
baggage compartment partitioned 
oft’ from the coach proper. 
Toilet 
rooms are provided and the seats 
are much wider than in the or 
dinary coach and without 
arm 
rests. 
The ceiling is arched and 
unusually high.

PLANS PERFECTED. 


Three Million Bales to Be Held Fo 
Fifteen Cents Per Pound. 
New O rleans, Nov. 16.—Follow ing the 
a rriv al of P resident H arvle Jordan, the 
S outhern C otton association perfected 
plans for the tak in g off the m arket of 
8,000,000 bales of cotton by m eans of a 
series of pledges w hich the farm ers w l l 
sign them selves, statin g their nam e and 
address and the am ount of cotton they 
will th u s hold. 
The cotton will not tx 
sold for less than 15 cents a pound 
A rep resen tativ e of the association is 
to ho sent into every one of the 817 
cotton producing counties of the cotton 
belt fit once. 
W hen the pledges are 
signed they will be sent to the central 
office of the association in A tlanta. 
P resid en t Jo rd an says th a t h alf the 
crop has already been sold a t an a v e r­ 
age of IO cents, and the spinners m ust 
have all the rem ainder. 
He believes 
th a t 15 cents for the rem aining is a 
fair price and it w’ill only average 
the si inners 12% 
cents, while they 
have based all th eir calculations on 14 
cent cotton.

Sodo, Togo, July, 9, ’05.— Dear 
Thom as:— I received your letter in 
the jungle. 
I guess that I am a1 
together spoiled for civil engineer­ 
ing. 
Still up till recently I had 
hopes of becoming an engineer but 
they are fading now. 
I am a bug 
hunter, from one end to the other. 
Y ou asked about this country. 
I know a letter description wouldn’t 
begin to give you an idea. 
I am 
in the other world and you can 
imagine what part of it. 
Y ou are talking about your hobo 
engineers, you ought to be here, 
then you would have room to talk 
And then you mention your negro 
wenches, we don’t have any of them 
we have only the pure and original 
women who wear rings in the nose, 
rings around their toes, peanuts 
in their ears, a horse-tail and butch­ 
er knife in their belt of tree bark, 
cut their skin on the breast in 
strings and tie knots and all sorts 
of figures with it, and many other 
such things but hardly ever any 
clothes. 
There are many different 
tribes and many different customs 
prevail, 
yet out of these your 
wench has sprung. 
Now think, I 
haven’t 
seen 
a 
white man for three days, every­ 
thing around me is black. 
I ar­ 
rived here in Sodo last night and 
intended to leave this morning but 
the rain that has fallen last night 
allow it to be abused in any way 
Not only should the planting of an(l this morning Jiaa made travel

I am staying here 
in a rest station; these are some­ 
what better constructed houses than 
are usually found being made of 
mud, with a straw roof, no doors, 
or windows. 
The government re­ 
quires the natives to put up these 
houses 
for the 
use of traveling 
whites. 
Just think I started from Lowe on 
the loth of June and today is the 
9th of July. 
I do not expect to 
get back to Lowe until the first part 
of August. 
I have to take enough 
provisions along to do me for the 
whole trip. 
You can’t buy a thing 
in the brush that a white man can 
eat; and the worst of it is, we can 
not use animals here to pull wagons 
etc., because animals soon “ kick 
the 
bucket’ ’ when this infernal 
tsetsi fly bites them. 
For instance 
I want to start on a bush tour from 
Lowe (Lowe, on the coast is my 
home now) I buy for a long trip 
like this; about 600 to 800 marks 
worth 
of 
provisions, drinkables, 
(African water no good, but good 
German beer.) 
Then I have every­ 
thing provisions, clothes, bed table, 
chairs, etc., fixed up in about 65 or 
75 pound bundles, trunks, crates 
and boxes. 
Now I hire a herd of 
natives and each one get one of 
these 65 pound loads (sometimes 
more) on his head. 
For myself I 
take a hammock, with an awning 
over it, fixed so that four men can 
carry it on their heads (usually I 
take two sets-eight pair mock men. 
You know that this is a pretty good 
way to travel, the hammock rests 
so sure on these fellows skull you 
can sleep, read or smoke, or any­ 
thing you want to, and when it 
rains the awnnig will shed the 
water. 
I have made from 25 to 50 
miles a day with a hammock and 
carriers. 
Just think what a skull 
and neck these fellows must have 
to carry these things and 
keep it 
up day after day, sometimes for 
months. 
Besides these I have to 
take along five; one interpreter, one 
cook, one washman, 
one or two 
general attendants, 
(local 
name 
“ bogs.’ ’ ) 
W hen we get to a N ig­ 
ger village the niggers are lined up 
on both 
sides like an American 
town on the 4th of July. 
If you 
take a notion to get out of the 
every one will 
their little mud 
staying here a 


much prettier than his. One bunch 
has just left in a hurry. My “ bog,’ 
who is somewhat civilized, talks 
German etc., has just run the bush 
people away; curiosity will bring 
them back, however. 
They have 
been dancing in the yard and doing 
other things to celebrate the pres 
ence of a white man. 
About my work. 
T h ey call me 
here “ Baumwall Inspector” (cot­ 
ton inspector.) W hat do you think 
will come next? 
But still I don’t 
mind it; the l>eauty of it is I have 
got no boss here in Africa only in 
Berlin, Germany, and it takes six 
weeks to get an answer. 
So you 
can imagine I do pretty near as 
please. 
The inspection consists of : one 
American farmer, one machinist, a 
book-keeper, one American-negro 
from Booker Washington’s school, 
who teaches the natives the use of 
implements and the raising of cot­ 
ton. 
All other work we do with 
natives. Some of these who have 
been in mission and government 
schools are pretty far advanced 
They manage the common laborers 
buy the cotton (we buy the seed 
cotton and they 
gin it), super­ 
intend smaller gin plants, etc. 
My house is now at Lowe— Lowe 
is a very nice place now. 
About 
200 whites are there. Several steam­ 
ers lie off the pier almost every day. 
One railroad runs out from Lowe 
along the coast. 
Another is under 
construction to Paline. 
Well, good-bye, 
Tom; another 
white man has arrived so I guess 
I had better stop.

THE NORWEGIAN SAMLAG. 
Consul Rasmusen of Stravanger 
has sent to the State Department 
an interesting account of how the 
Norwegians regulate the liquor 
traffic. 
The Norwegians call their 
s a l o o n s “sam lag” associations. 
“ Applications for permission to 
operate a sam lag,” he says, “must 
be submitted to the voters at a 
general election, and must receive 
a majority of the votes. 
The re­ 
sult of such election is binding for 
six years. 
The city council may 
grant a samlag permission to oper 
ate as many places as the size of 
the city requires, but the books 
and accounts of the samlag are au­ 
dited by a committee selected by 
the government and municipality 
jointly, and the net earnings are 
divided as follows: 
To the gov­ 
ernment, 65 per cent; to the mu­ 
nicipality, 15 per cent; to the sara- 
lag, IO per cent, with the proviso 
that the share going to the county 
shall be gradual' 
diminished by 
8, 6, 4 and 2 J . cent during the 
six years, and the earnings of the 
samlag correspondingly increased, 
but the shareholders shall not re­ 
ceive in any one year more than 
5 per cent on the capital invested. 
Sale of liquors is prohibited from 
IO o’clock p. rn. to 8 o ’clock a. rn., 
and after I o’clock on days pre­ 
ceding Sundays and holidays, as 
well as on these days.” 
In a city of 3,500 the net earn­ 
ings of a samlag for a year were 
$5,736, and on the basis described 
these were apportioned thus. Gov­ 
ernment, $3,727.54; municipality, 
$861.42; samlag, $573.62; county, 
$573.62.
